CreditlDebit Card Policy 

All customers may pay their bill by credivdebit card. The crediddebit card method of payment may be made in person at the 
Caldwell County Water District office or by telephone. 

If on the bill due date an attempt to pay the credit card or debit card is made and the card is declined for any reason, payment 
is still due in full on that date and will be considered late after that date. All late charges and penalties will be applied. If a 
customer is paying on our disconnect day and the card is denied, the same rules as above apply, in addition to hisher service 
being disconnected. 

When a customer makes a payment by credit card, the utility will assess a fee equal to that charged to the utility by the credit 
or debit card processing company to process the transaction. This fee is generally calculated using a formula applied to the 
balance of the amount charged to the credit or debit account but may be a flat fee per transaction. Prior to processing the 
transaction, the customer will be informed of the fee amount and, upon request by the customer, the formula employed to 
arrive at this fee amount. 

I .7% of the bill plus 20 cents per transaction for Visa, Master Card, and Discover 

ACH--Bank Draft/Au tomatic Withdraw Policy 

All customers may pay their bill by ACH-Bank DraWAutomatic Withdraw. The ACH-bank draWautomatic withdraw 
will be scheduled for the Sth of each month. 

On the Stb of each month the payment will be processed. If for any reason payment is declined the payment will still be due 
by the IO* of the month. All late charges and penalties will be applied if payment is not made by the IO* of the month. 

When a customer makes a payment by ACH-Bank DraWAutomatic Withdraw, the utility will assess a fee per transaction 
equal to that charged to the utility by the bank. This fee is established by the banking agency. Customer will be informed of 
any changes in transaction cost.

Any corporation, association, body politic, or person may, by motion within thirty (30) days after 
publication of this fee change, request leave to intervene; and the motion shall be submitted to the 
Public Service Commission, 21 1 Sower Boulevard, Post Office Box 615, Frankfort, KY 40602, 
and shall set forth the grounds for the request including the status and interest of the party.
